The  policy  now  universall.y  adopted  in  this  countiy,'  with 
regp.rd  to  the  elimination  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  is  reflected 
in  the  gradual  elimination  of  bovine  tuberculosis  in  mpmi.  Heat 
inspection  figures  show  that  in  no  insta,nce  v;as  a,ny  portion  of 
beef  affected  by  tuberculosis  seized  during  the  year.

Bakewell  receives  120,000  gallons  of  wafer  per  day  from 
the  Ra,llinge  Springs  v/hich  ha,ve  produoed  a consto.nt  supply  for 
more  than  eighty  yea,rs;  the  remainder  is  supp)lied  by  the 
Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  p.nd  bought  by  the  Council.  Bp.kewell 
has  lost  its  Appeal  a,grdnst  being  included  in  the  new  North  East 
Derbyshire  Wcutar  Board,  This  moans  that  in  due  course  no  further 
wp.ter  supply  will  be  tak.:;!!  from  the  Pallinge  Springs  on  Beeley 
I'loor,  The  Pallinge  wpfcer  v/p.s  a particularly  good  wp.ter,  being 
clear  paid  spp.rkling  soft  V7p.ter. 

All  v/pder  will  in  future  be  obtained  from  the  Derwent  Valley 
V/ader  Board  paid  stored  in  the  high  and  low  level  reservoirs.  As 
I have  previously  reported  both  these  reservoirs  should  be  covered, 
hp.ny  of  the  pipes  from  the  reservoir  to  the  town  require  replac- 
ing in  certpdn  lengths.  During  the  year  numerous  samples  were 
taken  and  the  supply  wp,s  a.dequpde  amd  good  in  quality. 


SEWAOE  DISPOSAL 

There  hcive  been  further  reports  from  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineer  with  regard  to  the  elininpdion  of  excessive 
surf  are  wpder  amd  underground  springs  v/hich  enter  the  sewerage 
system,  probp.bly  from  aging  joints  between  the  ep.rthernware 
pipes.  Various  proposals  for  dealing  with  this  problem  Imve 
been  suggested  by  the  Engineer.  These  methods  will  be  tried  cut 
in  the  nea.r  future  pmd  if  successful  will  eliminate  unnecessary 
pumping.  Other  defects  are  being  deadt  with.
